BCHS looking for 
new athletic director 


With now-former athletic director 
and student success coordinator Steve 
Beyer gone on to his new job at Utica 
Stevenville High School, Boyne City 
High School finds itself once again 
in the position of looking to fill a key 
staff position. 

Beyer’s last day on the job was Fri- 
day, Dec. 14, according to Boyne City 
schools interim superintendent Jim 
Cooper, who added that the midyear 
departure was the “best for [Beyer].” 

“He really needed to get down 
there,” Cooper said. “He'll do a very 
fine job.” 

Beyer is now the associate princi- 
pal at the Detroit-area high school. 

As for Boyne City High School, the 
post vacated by Beyer is currently 
being filled by Kirk Kujawski, the 
district’s assistant athletic director. 
“He'll fill in the athletic piece until 
the end of the year,” Cooper said. The 


move “worked well [because] Kirk’s 
been working closely with Steve. For 
him to step in wasn't a huge transi- 
tion.” 

As for the student success aspect 
of Beyer’s job, his leaving puts the 
district. Cooper said. “in the same 
boat we were in when Karen [Jarema, 
now the high school principal] left the 
middle school.” The answer, at this 
point, looks to be the placement of 
an interim into the position until the 
end of the school year. The search is 
on right now, with administration 
looking both at current staff members 
and external candidates to fill the po- 
sition. Once an interim is in place, 
staff and administration will deter- 
mine a job description, with the job 
to be posted in the spring. The goal is 
“to have someone on board by sum- 
mer, get them acclimated, and then 
ready to go in the fall,” Cooper said. 


EJ finances in good shape 


a Generally 
city needs 


Though the annual audit showed the City of East 
Jordan to be in “very good” shape financially, auditor 
Douglas Wohlberg, CPA, urged city commissioners at 
their recent regular meeting to consider raising water 
rates significantly to compensate for a floundering wa- 


ter fund. 
“You need to raise rates in the water fund,” Wohlberg 


said. 
that.” 


He added that an appropriate increase would be sig- 
nificant, in the 10-30 percent range. Ending the year 
with an operating income of $281,267 in the hole, the 
water fund has been pulling from the budget’s general 
fund to make ends meet, and “even with that, the fund 


is moving further in deficit.” 


Losses were also shown in the Harbor Marina Fund 
and the Tourist Park Fund, though they were not con- 
sidered as critical as the water fund.

TO THE EDITOR: 


The Boyne City Ministerial association recently met 
and reflected on the ministries in the community over the 
past year. 

We want to especially thank everyone for their support 
and participation in the Community Prayer Service held 
last September. That service was born last spring out of 
our desire to minister to our community’s needs and pre- 
pare for the coming year. We set our service for the end 
of September and thought we knew what we would be 
offering that day. 

Then the atrocity of Sept. 11 hit our nation, a blow that 
destroyed thousands of lives and effectively destroyed the 
way of life and security we had previously enjoyed. Work- 
ing with leaders in the schools, government, and public 
safety we prepared for the service that our community 
needed. Because of your participation we were able to 
embrace in the comfort of prayer countless numbers of 
public servants and military personnel. 

Though unannounced beforehand, an offering of $738 
was taken up for The American Red Cross Disaster Re- 
lief Fund. We are deeply indebted to all those who were 
able to attend, standing in for those who couldn’t be there, 
especially those who had sacrificed their lives on that 
horrific day of disaster. 

Many asked on that day when we could provide such a 
time of worship again. As we evaluated the service, we 
were concerned that attempting monthly community ser- 
vices would soon turn it into a routine, trivializing a once 
meaningful event. We have decided that an anniversary 
service on or near Sept. 11 would be appropriate, right 
and helpful. We intend to offer such next year. 

On reflection we realized how difficult it was to quickly 
provide the community with a time and a place for prayer 
in the face of disaster. We have now made plans for what 
we have dubbed “Community Prayer Response,” or CPR, 
which we can activate with a moment's notice. 

We have approval from the Boyne District Library to 
use its conference room for a brief noon prayer meeting. 
We will be arranging for other public locations as backup 
in case the conference room is unavailable or we believe 
larger space would be needed. 

We foresee needing many willing hands to help make 
phone contacts to media, churches and neighbors to 
quickly get the would out that a time of prayer is avail- 
able for any and all who need it. Our desire then will be 
the same as it is now: to set aside denominational differ- 
ences to most effectively lead neighbors through our Sav- 
ior Jesus Christ into the help of our Father God and the 
comfort of the Holy Spirit. 

Thank you, everyone of the Boyne Area for the support 
then and your help in the future.

Quality adoptive homes are always needed 


TO THE EDITOR: 


The holiday season is a joyous time for children. Fami- 
lies gather to share festive dinners, sing seasonal songs, 
worship together and exchange presents. During this time 
of year, children accumulate fond memories that often 
last for lifetimes. 

Children without families may have different holiday 
memories, sad recollections of feeling lonely, or home- 
sick, or rejected. While other children wish for presents, 
they wish for loving families and permanent homes. 

The holiday season is an appropriate time to give thanks 
for the many selfless adoptive families who have taken 
children out of the public child welfare system and into 
their hearts and homes. 

It’s also a time for remembering that hundreds more 
Michigan children need loving families and permanent 
homes. Children of all ages, backgrounds and abilities 
are waiting for families to make a difference in their lives. 

We, in Michigan, can be proud of our successes in help- 
ing children achieve permanence through adoption. Last 


year, public and private adoption agencies in the state fi- 
nalized more than 2,900 adoptions. In 1997, the federal 
Adoption 2002 Program was initiated to double the num- 
ber of children adopted from the public child welfare sys- 
tem. 

Michigan increased finalized adoption from 1,905 in 
fiscal year 1997 to 2,775 in fiscal year 2000, a 46 percent 
increase. 

For fiscal years 1998, 1999, and 2000, Michigan earned 
$3,774,382 through the financial incentive component of 
the Adoption 2002 Program which awards bonus funds 
to states that exceed benchmarked goals for placing state 
wards in adoptive homes. 

These incentive funds are largely being used to 
strengthen the capacity of agencies and organizations in 
local communities to provide post adoption support ser- 
vices to adoptive families. 

Despite our successes finding safe and loving homes 
for waiting children, there is still a need for quality adop- 
tive homes. There are currently 459 children listed on 


the Michigan Adoption Resource Exchange (MARE) who , 


need and want to find families. 

The holiday season is a great time to explore the re- 
wards of adoption. Local Family Independence Agency 
offices and private adoption agencies can provide infor- 
mation about children waiting for families. Interested 
families can consult the MARE website at www.mare.org 
and consider making a difference in a child’s life. 

You don’t have to be married, rich or own your own 
home to adopt a child. You do need to have a big heart, 
provide a stable, loving home and be willing to help an 
adoptive child heal from past hurts and troubles.

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It won’t be the same 


™ Bob Pluister’s service to housing 
commission comes to an end 


After 25 years of committed service as a member of the Boyne City 
Housing Commission’s board of directors, most recently as chairman, 
Boyne City resident Bob Pluister is ready to take a little time to pursue 

‘some of life’s finer things. “There’s a trout in the Boyne River with my 
name on it,” Pluister said with a laugh. 

Certainly he's earned the right to a little R&R. In the years since that 
May day in 1976 that Pluister took his place on the board, he’s put in 
innumerable hours and lent immeasurable expertise to help keep the com- 
mission moving forward, contributing valuable experience as a builder 
and engineer. 

At the time that he joined the board, recruited by the housing 
commission's first director Margaret Sorenson, Pluister was the only mem- 
ber with that background. Born in Chicago, Pluister moved, at age 12, to 
the Holland area, where he went to high school and later met his wife, 
Evon, in a college chemistry class. Eventually becoming a design engi- 
neer, Pluister moved his family north in 1959, taking a job with Corter’s 
{now Honeywell) in Boyne City. He later started his cabinet business, 
Custom Counter Tops, while working in the housing industry as a pur- 
chasing agent and designer. 

It was in that capacity that Pluister’s name came to the attention of 
Sorenson, who approached him with the hopes that he'd take a seat on the 
board of the young housing commission. Pluister, for his part, felt that it 
only made sense for someone in the building industry take part in the 
board. 

“A board should have good diversity,” he said, noting that at the time of 
his arrival, other board members included a dentist, local merchant, and a 
newspaper person. Over the years, Pluister has made it a priority to assure 
that the board maintain that diversity, recruiting new members from vari- 
ous sectors. The current board includes a minister's wife, Diana Walls; an 
insurance agent, Mike Hausler; a builder, Nord Schroeder; and the widow 
of a previous member, Virgina Kessler, appointed to serve in his place. 

Along with the board, the commission, according to Pluister, has changed 
and evolved over the years, responding to both the needs of the commu- 
nity and changes within government operations overseeing the public 
projects they undertake. ‘“‘When I first jumped in,” Pluister said, “the com- 
mission had the original Litzenburger building, a one-story, L-shaped build- 
ing with 24 apartments,” along with approximately 12 low-income, single- 
-family homes. 

When he arrived and shortly thereafter, the big project was the expan- 
sion of Litzenburger Place, which was tied up with adding more single- 
family housing, per HUD funding specifications. 

More houses were purchased at various locations in Boyne City, and 
the large, two-story addition to Litzenburger Place was completed. The 
complex, comprised of one-bedroom, low income housing for senior citi- 
zens, has always been a point of pride, and a big priority for the housing 
commission. 

“The board has always had a soft spot for seniors,” said Pluister, who 
added with a laugh that the soft spot is growing as some of the board 
members become seniors. 

In his experience, he said, “it's been a pleasure to work with that seg- 
ment of society.”’ In fact, one of the things he is most proud of during his 
years of service is the acquisition of the [3 acres adjacent to Litzenburger. 
on which stands the new Deer Meadows senior apartment complex, with 
plenty of room to spare. A portion has already been donated as the site for 
the new Boyne City Senior Center, for which fund-raising has been on- 
going, and the remainder may well be used for some type of park-and- 
pathway setting 

“I close my eyes and see winding pathways and people walking dogs,” 
Pluister said of the property. “Pets are wonderful for seniors, [so] | hopes 
they'll keep a great deal of space open for a park type of space.” 

Perhaps less pleasant over the years has been adjusting to drastic changes 
in HUD and federal! funding over the years. “Funds [from HUD] for more 
housing dried up,” Pluister said. “HUD changed drastically,” changing 
from subsidizing to a voucher system. Fortunately, he said, the board has 


had “a man we trust implicitly” to direct the organization, current execu- . 


Now that he’s retiring from the commission board, Bob 
Pluister plans to spend time in some favorite pursuits: 
hunting, fishing, and relaxing with his dog, Lady. 


tve director Todd Sorenson. That trust, he adds, “‘is critical. It makes the 
board's job so much easier.” 

Historically the housing commission board has tried ‘very hard”’ not to 
micromanage. “The board has one employee, Todd, and he has a staff,” 
Pluister said. The board leaves staff management up to Sorenson, main- 
taining a “hands off” policy. The arrangement has worked well. 
~ “So much of the whole day-to-day [operations have] worked so well 
because of the unique relationship {between the board and Sorenson]. He 
has respect for each board member.” 

Though the job has not been without its frustrations, including an erro- 
neous poor rating given to the commission by HUD a couple of years ago 
which later turned around to reveal the commission as one of the best in 
the state, it’s one that Pluister has invested a lot of himself in, and so 
Jeaving is something that will take some time to get used to. 

Looking ahead, Pluister speaks of the commission’s ongoing projects 


as though he'll still be working on them — a habit, surely, that will be 


hard to break. He’s very proud of the commission's current work at Deer 
Meadows, adding that the commission will have to work to bring the 
complex up to full occupancy. 

Another challenge he sees in the commission's future is the repayment 


of the loan for the 13 acres of property, with a balloon payment coming 


due in the near future. “The commission's going to have to use some 
creative ways to find money and to pay off the loan,” he said. 

He’s confident, though, that it willl be up to the challenge, having hand- 
picked his successor, Hugh Conklin, who'll be recommended to the city 
commission for its approval at an upcoming meeting. 

And there will be things he won’t miss. Speaking at city dinners, for 
one thing. “I'm not comfortable with that,” he said. “In the past I've del- 
egated that to other people.” While he'll still be working at his cabinet 
business with his son, leaving his post at the commission, as well as hav- 
ing recently resigned a board position with Habitat for Humanity, will 
give Pluister the freedom to travel to Florida with his wife tor three months 
in the winter, and have a little more free time to indulge in the hunting and 
fishing he loves. 

It will also allow more time for another favorite pastime, playing poker 
for pennies once a week with some church buddies. 

“We call it the Monday night prayer meeting,” Pluister said.
